But the Gulflight Is First American 
Ship to be Torpedoed. 


Since the declaration ef the ‘‘ war 
zone”’ policy of the German Govern- 
ment, affecting the waters about. the 
British Isles, two American ships have 
been sunk by mines in the North Sea, 
but the Gulflight is the first American 
vessel to be sunk by a torpedo. 

On Feb. 20 the Evelyn, sailing from 
New York to Bremen with a cargo of 
cotton, struck a mine off the Dutch 
Coast. Inquiry established the fact that 
the Evelyn struck a rE ° mine, .the 
nationality of which was left in dis- 
pute, although at the time of the ex- 
plosion she was well’ within the field of 
mines sown by the Germans. 

Two days later the Carib, formerly a 
Clyde Line boat, running between New 
York and Southern ports, struck a mine 
in the North Sea, off Nordeney, when 
bound from Savannah to Bremen with a 
cargo of cotton, Three men lost their 
lives in the of the boilers.

The German trenches, in which no 
doubt the same deadly alertness prevails, 
are at one place within twenty-five or 
thirty feet, and at no place are they 
further away than 160 yards.

“The enemy made extensive use of 
his gas cylinders and machine guns 
placed. in farms. and at other points of 
vantage. None the less, the situation 
at nightfall was more satisfactory than 
it had been. We were holding our own 
well all along the line, and had e 
progress at some points. On the right, 
the enemy's attacks on the front o 
Gravenstafel Ridge had all been re- 
pulsed, ‘ 

“In the meantime the French had 
achieved some success, having retaken 
Lizerne and also the trenches around 
Het Sas, captured some 250 prisoners, 
and made progress all along the west 
bank of the canal. 

‘“* Heavy as our losses were during the 
Gay there is little doubt that the enemy 
suftered terribly. Both sides were at- 
tacking at different points, the fighting 
was conducted very largely in the open, 
and the close formations of the r- 
mans on several occasions presented 
excellent targets to our artillery, which 
did not fail to seize its opportunities.”

: Bills Are Signed. 


Democrats Question Figures When 
New Places Are Filled-—Executive 
Chamber Makes Mistake. 


ALBANY, May 2.—Controller .Hugene 
M: Travis today issued, at the request 
of Governor Whitman, a statement to 
show that the Republican administration 
had cut the State payrool $50,000 a 
month since Jan. 1. There are also re- 
corded certain increases in several de- 
partments, so that Mr. Travis submits 
an alleged net saving of $47,006.98 a 
month, 

A careful analysis of Mr. Travis's 
statement shows that $43,188.86 of the 
seving is accounted for by the dropping 
of 367 employes of the State Engineer's 
Department who were dismissed in Jan- 
uary because the Bargé Canal work for 
which they were engaged had been fin- 
ished. «This would leave 4.final saving 
of $8,818.12 a month. The Republican 
program, which waits now only on the 
signing ‘of ‘‘ reorganization ’’ bills now 
before the Governor, includes three Box- 
ing Commissioners at $3,000 a year 
each, $9,000; additions to the Executive 
Chamber payroll of $7,000 a year, and 
increased appropriations of $28,000. for 
the Attorney General’s office. 

Figures at the Controller's office. show 
that the new Tax Department will cost 
$45,000 more in salaries than the old Tax 
Commission. The salaries of three Court 
of Claims Judges have been raised from 
$6,000 to $8,000, and provision has been 
made for two additional Judges at $8,000 
each. While these are not all of the Re- 
publican increases, they amount in all 
to $114,000 a year, or $9,500 a month in- 
crease in a half dozen departments, 

Instead of a saving of $4,000 a month, 
those Democratic officials who have ‘re- 
mained in office predict that the Repub- 
lican program eventually will increase 
the pay roll at least $5,000 a month, and 
‘this without taking into account the ad- 
ditional expense of running departments 
with new men. They predict an extra 
burden on this account in the new Tax 
Department, the proposed Industrial

“That large decreases have béen 
made in the monthly payrolls of State 
Departments since the first of January 
and especially in the departments under 
Republican control, is shown by a de- 
talied tabular statement which hag.just 
been transmitted to Gov. Whitman by 
Controller ‘Travis. The statement ‘has 
been prepared at the request of the Gov- 
enor. In the nine months immediately 
preceding the inauguration of Republi- 
can officials, there were created by the 
Democratic officials 154 new positions, 
while 374 existing sitions salaries 
were increased so that the monthly pay 
roll in December, 1914, was $21,270 
greater than in March, 1944.

SAYS THE PARTY IS BOUND 


Same’ Sentiments—-Expiains 
His Resolution. 


Herbert Parsons, who, as a member 
of- the Constitutional Convention, drew 
& resolution on woman's suffrage which 
he hopes will come before the conven- 
tion this week, said last night that he 
‘considered himself personally, the Re- 
publican Party as a whole, and a ma- 
jority of the members of the Constitu- 
tional’ Convention to be fairly bound 
and pledged to submit to the voters next 
Fall an amendment providing for the 
enfranchisement of women. 

Pledges made on the suffrage ques- 

tion by himself would oblige him, Mr. 
Parsons said, ‘ steadfastly to oppose. any 
movement in the Constitutional Conven- 
tion to side-track the suffrage matter 
or to becloud the issue in any way." 
Mr. Parsons said that, besides himself, 
he considered Chairman Elihu Root of 
the convention-to: be personally pledged, 
also Delegate William Barnes. 
. The Teepiution which he introduced 
last ‘week, providing that ‘the Constitu- 
tional Convention. should not attempt to 
debate the question. of woman's suffrage 
try to reach and express any conclusion 
upon it, Mr, Parsons said he drew up in 
order to “carry out the spirit and in- 
tent’’ of the pledges he personally gave 
and by which he considered the Repub- 
lican Party in the State to be, bound. 

Mr. Parsons discussed at length the 

uestion of woman’s suffrage as it af- 
ects the proceedings of the Constitu- 
tional Convention, at his home, 115 East 
-Beventy-second Street, last night. 


Bound by Party Platform. 


‘Why do you say the Constitutional 
Convention has no right to thresh out 
the question of woman's ‘suffrage, when 
it was elected to ge to the bottom of all 
matters affecting the State, and the 
Constitution itself gives its delibera- 
tions. precedence over legislative enact- 
ments’ '’ Mr. Parsons was asked. 

“The answer is simple,’ he said. 
“ Party platforms are made to guide 
the action of party. members and are 
meant. to guide their actions if. elected 
on those pestering. The Republican 
platform pledged the Republicans who 
were elected to the present Constitu- 
tional Convention to submit to the peo- 
ple the particular amendment, on wo- 
man’s suffrage that passed the: last two 
Legislatures. The platform did not 
pledge the Republicans merely to sub- 
mit. an amendment.

Mr. Parsotis was asked if he felt quite

It wag suggestedto Mr. Parsons that 
many people held that the Constitutional 
Convention would necessarily bring in a 
completed document and that any pro- 
vision as to suffrage in the completed 


document would take. precedence over 
any amendment submitted to the people 
by the Legislature. 

** It ig not at all necessary,’’ he said, 
**that the Constitutional Convention 
shall bring in a completed document. 
In. fact, the Constitutional Convention 
of 1894 brought in an incompleted docu- 
ment and wrote out its intententions as 
to. the uncompleted portion in final reso- 
lutions passed just before adjournment. 

‘The procedufe of the convention of 
1894 gives us a complete precedent for 
the procedure I think we are bound to 
follow on the suffrage referendum this 
year. 

..‘In the previous convention the 
tion the convention ‘did not wish to 
settle finally was that of apportion- 
ment. | So a resolution provided that a 
vote ‘aye’ for the constitution meant 
that the constitution was adopted ex- 
cept for a clause on apportionments. 
The same resolution provided that a 
vote ‘aye’ on the separately submitted 
apportionment clause meant that it was 
desired to have this clause incorporated 
into the constitution, and a vote of 
‘nay’ meant that it was desired to have 
the old r ng of the constitution per-

Mr: Parsons explained the meaning of 
each of the three clauses of his resolu- 
tion. ‘‘I drew up my resolution,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ to clear the air. The first clause 
provides that the Constitutional Conven- 
tion ‘ shall propose no amendment to the 
Constitution on the matter of woman 
suffrage.’ The reason for this was that 
its uassage would make the way clear 
for the submission’ to the people of the 
amendment of the Legislature.

BOSTON, May 2.—George von | L. 
Meyer, ex-Secretary of the Navy, made 
public ‘tonight*'a statement reviewing 
the open letter from Secretary of the 
Navy, Daniqls to President Garfield of 
Williams College, céncerhing thes pres- 
ent status of the naval equipment of 
the United States. Mr. Meyer opens 
with the statement that Secrétary Dan- 
iels’s discussion of this subject. ‘‘ leaves 
much .to be desired in the way. of t- 
formation,”’; The statement follows: - 

The Secretary tieglects to state, when 
he’ refers’to the last two years of the 
/Taft Administration, that the House of 
Representatives, which ofigihates ap- 
propriations, was ih.control of the Dem- 
ocrats on account of .the by-elections— 
that ‘they went into caucus and voted 
‘* No battleships.’”” It was on the. issue 
that no party could afford to: caucus 
on patriotism, placed before the people 
by. some of the leading papers at my 
request, that we broke the caucus ‘and 
‘obtained, very grudgingly, ‘from the 
Democrats one battleship for each of 
the remaining two years. 

The war and the campaign of educa- 
tion on national defense have influented 
Congress ‘in making more liberal appro- 
priations, ‘but *the third battleship -Mr. 
Daniels obtained was made possible by 
the sale of the Idaho and Mississippi to 
Greece, using the fund. derived from 
this transaction for an additional dread- 
nought. But the Idaho and Mississippi 
Were both modern ships, built in 1004, 
and while President's flson's sale was 
a good business transaction, :it will not, 
enperently, increase our tonnage.

At 
One. time there was in my office a youth who 
had. been. graduated from one of the foremost 
colleges. in America, and the. only subject 
that I heard him digougg.for more .than five 
op'ten niinites:at a Ithye was-his college and 
his experiences there, . 

Please do not misunderstand me; I ‘do not 
mean to deprecate ‘college education in the 
least. As conclusive evidence to the contrary, 
I have two sons now attending such. institu- 
tions. But I.am convinced that some meas- 
utes should be adopted to afford’ the college 
students of this, country opportunity to gain 
more business knowledge than they acquire 
during the’ course of study generally pursued 
at. present. Supposedly, the early schooling 
of college attendants renders further instruc- 
tion along these lines unnecessary, but such 
is not, the case. Their letters ‘are inferior 
from a business standpoint; they do not know 
the difference between a check and a draft; 
their business ideas are juvenile, and it is 
quite apparent that while they* have been 
educated in some directions, their business 
education has been neglected. 

It occurred to me that if Tom New York 
Timps would take sufficient interest to ad- 
jutate this subject something’ beneficial 
could be accomplished.
